ANTI-TRUST BILL PASSED

First of Administration Measures
Gets by Senate.

The federal trade commission bill,
the first of the three antktrust bills
to be considered by the senate, wns
passed by a4 vote of 53 to 18, Two
Democrats — Senators Thomas and
West—voted against It,

The only Independent amendment
added was one by Senator Saulsbury
of Delaware, providing that corporne
tions having capitalization of $6,000-
000 should muintain an agent in Wasi-
ington to wmccept service. Senantor
Pomerene hiad two small amendments,
adopted by the senate without gues
tlon, to permit complalnant in a pro-
ceeding before the trade comminsion
to appear by attorney and the other
requiring that a record of proceedings
before the commission be kept in every
case, Following the passage of the
trade commlssion bill the Clayton bill
wax made the unfinished business of
the sennte. The senate now hopes to
finish the trust program and adjourn
by Aug. 25
